Reports of Rains Over 
Wheat Growing Areas 
Brings Selling Flood 


WINNIPEG, June 28—Rain over 
most North American wheat 
growing areas today sent wheat 
futures prices hurtling more than 
five cents lower on the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange and left them 
with gains of the past two days 
more than halved at the close. 

Wheat for delivery in July 
closed at 74%, October at 77 and 
December at 78, a closing range of 
4% to 5% cents lower. 


Weakness was evident from the! 


opening when reports of rain in 
the United States southwest caus- 
ed a slump in Chicago prices which 
was reflected here when prices 
opened three cents lower. But the 
bear trend was accentuated with 
later news of generous rains in the 
Canadian west where crops suffer- 
ed from lack of moisture for more 
than two weeks. 


WIDE SWINGS 

Wheat futures moved in wide 
swings up and down throughout to- 
day's session. Speculators who 
bought heavily in the last two days 
dumped their holdings on the mar- 
ket in the hope of taking profit be- 
fore values lost their gains and stop- 
loss selling followed quickly. 

Export business in Canadian 
wheat has been dormant during the 
past few days and has not been a 
factor in trade trends. Lack of 
Canadian wheat sales has, however, 
made the cash grains department 
very quiet. ‘

SILVER MAY COME BACK 

India is agreeable to the remonetization of 
silver, having 400 million ounces of that metal on 
hand, and not much gold. China, in much the 
same position, would approve the change. The 
South American republics are generally favorable. 
The United States delegation introduced the pro- 
posal at the conference in London. Canada, which 
produces 20 million ounces every year and could 
produce more, may be assumed to be in favor, de- 
spite the refusal of our Government to entertain 
the suggestion as a shift of national money policy. 

Outside Europe there are probably few, if any, 
countries that would not welcome the recognition 
of silver as money, and benefit thereby. European 
countries, excepting France and its gold bloc 
following, are in a position to welcome anything 
that would count as money in the place of the 
gold they haven't got. So far as matters have gone, 
the remonetization of silver has rather a better 
prospect of securing approval at the conference 
than any other proposal yet put before it. 

Canadians should be interested in that, for two 
reasons. We have immense reserves of silver ore, 
and mining would be speeded up by a new world 
demand for the metal. And we hope to sell farm 
products and manufactured goods largely in the 
far eastern countries which have only silver with 
which to transact business. 


MORE “BLASTING” 


Trust Premier Bennett to “blast” when occasion 
offers. It offered when the Australian delegates at 
London refused to fall in with the scheme to put 
the farmers of the world under license and allow 
them to grow only so much wheat as their govern- 
ments might tell them to grow. 

Wherefore Mr. Bennett recalled and repeated 
Mr. Secretary Wallace's threat of last week, for 
Australia’s special benefit. If Australia continued 
to stand out, Canada and the United States might 
“dump” their enormous wheat surpluses on the 
world market, send prices to the vanishing point, 
and ruin Australia—to say nothing about them- 
selves. ‘ 

At this point, the despatch naively records, the 
Australian and Argentine delegates left the com- 
mittee. Putting it plainly, the committee broke up 
in an atmosphere of strained relations, blown to 
pieces by this “blast” from the Canadian Premier. 
When the committee will meet again nobody 
knows, 

So much for the bull-in-a-china-shop style of 
diplomacy when a delicate situation in inter- 
national affairs is to be dealt with. It is fortunate 
the gathering at London is not a disarmament con- 
ference, else we might find ourselves in war any 
minute. 

Perhaps the Australians should be intimidated 
by this threat. Perhaps they will be. But again 
perhaps they won't. As the Turks found to their 
sorrow the Australians do not scare easily 

And they happen to know that our Premier is 
using blank cartridges. He doesn't own the Cana- 
dian wheat he is threatening to “dump” somewhere 
That belongs to people who grew it or who bought 


and paid for it. Perhaps they will “dump” it at a 
fraction of what it cost them just to ruin the 
Australian growers, and incidentally themselves.

THE UNEMPLOYMENT “GAME” 

Hon. H. H. Stevens seys the Manitoba Govern- 
ment has not been “playing the game with the 
federal Government” in the matter of unemploy- 
ment relief. 

Fortunately it has not. And fortunately the 
governments of Saskatchewah and Alberta have 
not been playing the “game” either according to 
the plans laid down by Mr. Stevens and his asso- 
ciates. Had they done so, unemployed men and 
their families in these three provinces would soon 
be struggling along on a decreased schedule of 
allowances, and due to lose even that meagre 
amount of assistance at the end of August 

For whatever reason, the Dominion Government 
decided some months ago that the time had come 
to “taper off” and finally suspend altogether federal 
contributions to the relief of unemployed persons 
im these provinces. The proposal was to reduce 
the contributions during July and August and then 
withdraw support entirely, leaving the provinces 
and the municipalities to give any further assist- 
ance extended. 

Despite the presence of Mr. Stevens and other 
western representatives, it is possible that the 
federal cabinet did not appreciate what the with- 
drawal of its assistance would have meant There 
is ne uncertainty on that point among western 
people. The provinces and municipalities could 
not have carried the load, and would have been 
obliged to shut down relief altogether the 
alternative to landing in bankruptcy. 

A united protest from the three prairie govern- 
ments was required to cause Ottawa to change its 
mind and continue its contributions, at the former 
rate. But the present agreement only guarentees 
federal assistance until the end of the year At

CANADIAN WHEAT IN THE RHINELAND 


The highly industralized and densely populated 
Rhineland area of Western Germany is one of the 
heaviest cereal-consuming areas of the country, 
writes Mr. J. C. Macgillivray, Canadian Trade Com- 
| missioner in Rotterdam, in the Commercial! Intelli- 
| gence Journal. Some of the largest German flour 

mills are located on the banks of the Rhine and its 

tributaries. Consequently the larger part of the 
| country’s wheat imports arrive in the Dutch port 
of Rotterdam from whence it is transhipped to the 
hinterland 

Before the war Germany was a large buyer of 
foreign wheat, with average annual net imports of 
76,807,500 bushels during the period from 1909 to 
1913. A great change has taken place during re- 
cent years in Germany's influence on the inter- 
nationa! wheat market. After the war imports con- 
tinued to be large until 1927, when they reached 
their peak with a net figure of 93,010,465 bushels 
} After that a steady decline commenced which is 
still continuing, and in 1932 the total was only 
20,355,090 bushels—a quantity roughly equa! to the 
wheat requirements of Switzerland, « country with 
only one-sixteenth as many inhabitants. 

This transition of Germany trom a large net im- 

porter to one of only minor importance has beep 
| due to several causes. The first and greatest of 
these is the determination of the country to become 
self-supporting as far as foodstuffs, and particularly 
wheat, are concerned. German millers are allowed 
by law to use only a small percentage of foreign 
wheat, and that is subjected to a semi-prohibitive 
import duty. A second reason is the substitution 
of rye flour for wheat flour; and a third is the de- 
cline in bread consumption caused by unemploy- 
ment and a larger use of other foodstuffs.

THE FIRST EMPIRE 
CONFERENCE 

On this date, in 1894, there as- 
sembled at Ottawa the first con- 
ference of representatives of 
British colonies held outside of 
London. Hon. Mackenzie Bowell, 
then minister of trade and com- 
merce (the first) had been to 
Australia the previous year and 
on his return had suggested to 
Sir John Thompson, then prime 
minister, that it would be a good 
thing to invite the self-governing 
colonies to send delegates to a 
conference at Ottawa to discuss 
fiscal relations and other things, 
then much closer to the hearts of 
the “colonials” than of the old 
folks at home. 

The invitation was accepted 
and the delegates came from all 
over the empire.

The Passing Show

Assertions that United States “doesn't know its 
own mind”, threats from France to seek adjourn- 
ment of the World Economic Conference unless 
there is “something dding” over stabilisation of 
currencies, hints from United States delegates that 
Uncle Sam is in no hurry to stabilise his dollar, 
ali confirm fears expressed in this column be- 
fore the Conference opened that the difficulties 
of stabilisation would prove too much for the dele- 
gates. 

While there's life there's hope. Some measure 
ot stabilisation may yet be found acceptable. The 
Conference at least has stopped deflation, called 
on the banks for cheap money, pointed out that 
statutory pressure may be exerted, if necessary, 
and set a pace for inflation. 

Part of United States hesitation to tie itself up 
to a stabilisation pact may be that it fears to 
stabilise at too high a price. The US. dollar is 
now down to abput 83 cents, gold. Reports from 
Washington indicate an intention to further in- 
flate prices by depressing the dollar to about 70 
cents, gold, with the possibility of a 50 cent figure 
should the war debts have to be junked. 

The Conference may not be doing very much, 
but the world is moving, and in the right direction 
for most of us. In the meantime, the worst thing 
that could happen would be for United States to 
experience a quick return to prosperity. 

Mention was made in this column a few weeks 
ago about J. M. Christie, ex-Yukoner, and the 
famous fight he’had at close quarters with a 
grizzly bear. Mr. Christie has been persuaded to 
tell the story in print. One can only say after 
reading it, as Dr. O. M. Jones of Victoria said 
when he saw Christie's wounds, “You've no busi- 
ness to be alive’. However, Mr. Christie is very 
much alive on his ranch on Salt Spring Island. 
He joined up with the Princess Pats on August 
12, 1914 and served with them for the duration 
of the war becoming regimental sniping officer, 
winning the D.C.M. and the Military Cross, and 
being mentioned in despatches for passing three 
times through the artillery barrage at Passchen- 
daele with valuable and correct information about 
enemy positions. It is clear that his fight with the 
bear in which he came as near death as a man 
may, did not destroy his splendid nerve.

Christie had just crossed the ice of the Rouge 
River, 350 miles behind Dawson. late in October 
1909 when he heard an angry snort, and looking 
up saw a huge grizzly charging him at express 
speed. In the thirty feet the bear had to cover 
in his bounding charge, Christie shot him full in 
the chest with a .303 soft nose bullet from a Ross 
rifle. Though mortally hit, the bear was not 
stopped in his charge» Unable to dodge him, 
Christie gave him a second shot full in the face 
at four feet away. The huge bear knocked the 
rifle out of Christie's hand, crashed on top of him 
taking Christie's head in his mouth he began to 
crush it. 

“It caused me indescribable agony,” says Christie. 
“More from instinct than design, I pushed my right 
arm between his jaws and dragged my head out. 
He put his teeth through my wrist, smashing it 
as easily as an eggshell. I thought I was ‘all in’. 
I felt sure my skull was pierced and about every 
bone in my face broken. In his death throes, the 
| bear set his teeth in the flesh of my thigh. 

“As I rolled in the snow, hugged by the bear 
in his death-grip, the hot breath of the beast, 
maddened by his wounds, poured into my face 
which was streaming with blood and almost blind- 
ed me. Had he lasted another second I could not 
have survived. As it was, I expected death at any 
moment to release me from my agonies. After 
what seemed like an eternity, I felt his muscles 
relax and was able to free myself”. 


Christie's injuries, it afterward was discovered, 
included part of his scalp torn off, his skull-bones 
seriously injured, one eye blinded, his jaws broken 
on both sides and dislocated on one side. His lips 
and cheek were gashed through and his chin was 
hanging down on his chest. 

Wrapping his jacket around his head to cover 
his bare and bleeding skull, and twisting the 
| sleeves under his chin to support his broken jaws, 
| Christie set off for a deserted cabin a mile along 
| the trail toward his own camp, in the hope that 
his partner, George Crisfield, might pay it a visit. 
With his left hand, using a blood-smeared cart- 
ridge as a pencil he wrote a message to his part- 
ner, reading: 

“Dear George:—I am all in but will try and 
reach camp. Will keep to the river. You will 
find a dead grizzly near our cache. Goodbye! 
Jim.” ° 

With little hope of ever reaching it alive, the 
bleeding Christie, without a gun in a country 
where wolf packs roam, set out on the six mile 
hike to the home camp, taking the river for good 
walking. Half a mile trom the camp the ice ended 
in swift water as the river entered a narrow can- 
yon with steep walls, fifty feet high. To this day 
Christie hardly knows how he managed to climb 
and stagger and craw) that last half mile. 


j Five hours later when Crisfield returned, he 
mistook the speechless, mutilated Christie in the 
| darkness for an Indian. At midnight that night 
Crisfield set out eight miles to an Indian camp 
for help, returning at daybreak with two Indians 
and two dog teams, with which a 50 mile journey 
| was made over the divide to Lansing. The trip 
took four days. On the way the Indians with more 
directness than diplomacy would uncover Christie's 
face and ask, “Are you dead yet, Jim?” 

At Lansing, antiseptics were obtained, but it 
was still 300 miles to the nearest doctor at Daw- 
son, with Christie unable to travel owing to high 
fever. For two months he lay there until fit to 
make the journey in weather forty to sixty be- 
low zero 

The rest is a story for the doctors—of how the 
Dawson doctors were unable to give surgical help, 
of how miners “chipped in” to send the sufferer 
out to Dr. Jones of Victoria who in succession of 
skilful operations so restored Christie that al- 
though over age for military service when war 
broke out, he managed to so renew his youth that 
he joined the Princess Pats.

j Christie, who once travelled overland from 
| Behring Sea to Edmonton, may be remembered by 
old Edmontonians. He now has a little farm on 
Salt Spring Island in the garden of the Gulf of 
Georgia. 

There are some exploits with animals in which 
the bear or the moose is waging defensive war 
against a stalking enemy, and in which he is en- 
titled to some sperting sympathy. In this case all 
the sympathy goes to Christie who didn't invite 
the war. He has the honor of figuring in the big- 
gest bear story on record,

ACNE TENDS TO INCREASE IN WARM 


Acne usually grows worse during the warm 
summer months. This is due to the greater amount 
of perspiration secreted during heat and also to 
the stimulation of the oi! glands of the skin. Acne 

is an inflammation of the skin which most often 
affects young people and gives rise to the pimples 
and blackheads on the face which make so many 
young people self-conscious. In a severe case the 
skin of the face is covered with disfiguring black- 
heads, angry red pimples which may be topped 
with pus and small hard lumps or masses under 
the skin. There may be a brilliant red color or 
purplish tint to the skin around the inflammation 
which helps to draw the eye of the beholder. The 
back, shoulders and arms may also carry the 
pimples. The common desire when such pimples 
are present, is to want to squeeze and “pick at” 
them, and this leads to further scarring and pitting 
of the skin. The disorder is generally of a chronic 
nature and may last for several years, leaving an 
extensive scarring. Girls, especially, are worried 
over these deep pits and holes which may mar 
the face to such an extent that one would almost 
believe small-pox had been present. 

In « frantic effort to clear up the face the suf- 
ferer usually makes the mistake of smearing on 
ointments and salves which make the trouble worse 
as they only block the pores. Although the name 
for the complaint is acne, I have received many 
letters in which it was called “agony” and I be- 
lieve that this is a good name for it since it causes 
agony of mind. 

Acne is most often found among those having 
oily, coarse skins. Dandruff and extreme oiliness 
of the hair is frequently associated with it. The 
causes of acne are probably both inside and out- 
side. In a chronic case, where the skin inflam- 
mation persists for years, the inside causes are the 
more important and there is undoubtedly present 
a continued intestinal poisoning, and these toxins 
are eliminated through the skin. Over-eating of 
sweets, use of rich food combinations, constipation, 
lack of sunshine and too little exercise are all 
factors which assist in producing the intestinal 
toxemia and a lowered resistance of the skin 
tissues. Certain drugs may also be eliminated from 
the body by means of the same type-of skin in- 
flammation. 

Some of the outside factors which aid in pro- 
longing the disorder are the excessive oil thrown 
out by the sebaceous glands, this oil causing the 
skin to collect dirt easily, also the tendency to 
scratch and squeeze the pimples and blackheads 
which would serve to furthet irritate the skin. 
Lack of proper cleansing of the skin and mis- 
guided treatment may also intensify the trouble. 

There is some evidence that in a patient who 
has followed wrong habits of living, that nature 
attempts to bring about a general cleansing of the 
body during the.'teen age, at a time when the sex 
glands are developing, and that acne is a part of 
this cleansing process. However, a person who has 
followed the correct habits of living is able to go 
through this age without these embarrassing 
pimples. I believe that when they appear they 
are a sign that the patient needs to change his 
poor health habits to better ones. The three 
changes which will do the most good aie; 1— 

| thorough cleansing of the bowels by means of 
enema; 2—the adoption of a cleansing fast, fol- 

lowed by a wholesome, well-balanced diet; 3— 

the correct method of washing the affected areas, 

supplemented by local treatments, if needed. 

The summer is an ideal time to start the treat- 
ment for overcoming acne and in my next article I 
am going to describe to you the method which I 
have found most successful in removing the 
pimples from the body.

| 4 deep-seated infection. The experience of these 

| children is very common and comes from the in- 
fection from the streptococcus or staphylococcus 

bacteria, which are sometimes present in the small- 
pox vaccine.

Breaks Away From Tolmie 
Rule — Four Only 
Are Left 


VICTORIA, June 28.—Hon. R. W 
Bruhn, Minister of Public Works, 
stepped out of the British Columbia 
government today, the fifth minis- 


ter to resign from Premier S. F. 
Tolmie's cabinet since May 13. 
Three ministers, N. S. Lougheed, 
W. C. Shelly and William Atkinson 
Tetired in connection with cabinet 
Teduction on that date, while W. 
A. McKenzie left in protest against 
the government's irrigation policy. 

In a letter to the Premier, Mr 
Bruhn recounted his stand in favor 
of union government more than a 
year ago, his gratification when Dr 
Tolmie announced his intention of 
forming such an administration, but 
his present belief that “no real 
union has been formed, nor do I 
see any prospect of your being able 
to form one.” He sent expressions 
of “highest personal esteem.” 


ADDS ANOTHER NAME 


Mr. Bruhn's action adds another 
Name to a group of perhaps a dozen 
men politically prominent, mostly 
Conservatives, who will run in the 
Coming election as independents. 

Of the men who surrounded Pre- 
mier Tolmie when he formed his 
government in 1928 four are left, 
Hon. R. H. Pooley, attorney-general: 
Hon. S. L. Howe, provincial secre- 
tary; Hon. Joshua Hinchliffe, minis- 
ter of education; and Hon. R. L. 
Maitland, minister without portfolio. 
The present 
Hon. J. H. Jones came in in 1930, 
Hon. W. M. Dennies, minister of 
labor, came in last month when 
Premier Tolmie announced his 
union government. 

These six, with the premier, make 
up the present cabinet. It is pre- 
sumed a successor to Mr. Bruhn 
will be appointed shortly. 

The life of the legislature ends 
on August 31. No election date has 
been set. Some 65 candidates have 
been nominated under the various 
banners of Tolmie unionist, Bowser 
non-partisan, Liberal, Canadian Co- 
Operative Commonwealth Feder- 
ation, and various other 
Many others have declared their 
intention to run and the electors 
are promised long ballots with a 
wide range of political opinion from 
which to choose on election day.

Prof. Cummins, adviser and con- 
sultant of the South African In-| 
stitute for Medical Research, and|

Welsh National School of Medicine, 
reported native mine workers dy- 
ing of tuberculosis in the Johannes- 
burg mines survive, on the aver- 
age, only 33 days after the onset of 
iliness, a rapid progress of the dis- 
ease not found among the white 
miners.

“This concept of a newly acquir- 
ed constitutional state resulting 
from tuberculosis infection, but 
capable of co-existing with robust | 
health, may, perhaps, be needed to 
clarify our ideas of tuberculosis in 
general.

POSITIVE CONVICTION 


“A positive conviction is needed 
©n the part of physicians and the 
public that tuberculosis is still a 
most prevalent and menacing dis- 
ease, in fact, the most serious dis- 
ease with which our health au- 
thorities have to deal,” Dr. John H. 
Peck, of Des Moines, Iowa, presi- 
dent of the-association said in his 
Opening address. 


“Treatment must not end with 
the sanatorium,” he said.

a useful life is assured. Sanatorium 
residence is usually too brief, and 
this should be realized by the pa- 
tient, the physician and the public.”
